He is a most notorious character, havisg 
been arrested fifteen times within the past few 
years. Some of the police in the Fourth Precinct 
seem to have had a knowledge of this infomons 
tystsm of slavery, and have been used by Dawson 
in frightening his girts into subjection. One of 
tbo girts Btnt^ that she was arrested n short tfoss 
ago in attempting to leave tho houae, on a false 
eharge of larceny, nad that tho policeman who ar- 
rested her, laatend of taking her to the police 
court, locked her up in a room in Dawson’s dance 
house.

Effect on the California Mines. 

The San Francisco Morning Call gives the fol 
lowing estimate of the efl'ects upon the California 
mines of these newly discovered diggings: 

The effect of the Frazer river excitement, and 
consequent withdrawal of large numbers of miners 
from the state has been to materially lessen the 
amount of gold dust received from the interior. 
A day or two since we gave the receipts of the 
first fifteen days in June as compared with a cor- 
responding poriod in Mav, whicn showed afalling 
off equal to tour hundred thousand dollars. We 
now have the daily deposits of the mine for the 
last week, showing a falling ofl'of 10,60u ounces 
compared with the same week of last year. 

_ From these figures it would appear that the re 
Mipts of treasure from the interior as deposited 
at the mint, have fallen ofl' about two hundred 
thousand dollars pet week. It is supposed that 
since the withdrawal of the bullion fund not more 
than one-half the treasure reaching this city finds 
its way to the mint, the balance going to the ]iri- 
vate assay offices, where depositors receive re 
turns in from one to two days. >ShouId the falling 
off in the private establishments he equal to that of 
the government institutions, we would have as a 
result of the Frazer river excitement, a decline in 
the yield from our mines equal to four hundred 
thousand dollars per week, or at the rate of 
800,000 a year. 

The general impression is that for months to 
come the receipts from the California mines will 
constantly grow smaller, and, not unlikely, the 
yield for the coming year will show a falling ofl' 
of one-half. It has been on the semi-monthly 
shipments of treasure that our merchants have 
relied for the means to meet their obligations at 
the East; but with a decline of fifty per cent, in 
the gold crop it is niasonable to expect a stringent 
money market, and with it, not unlikely, very 
many who have heretofore thought themselves 
rich will be forced to the wall. The only quar- 
ter from which relief can be expected is the newly 
discovered gold regions; but until traders are 
regularlv eatabliahed in the Frazer riv er country, 
and business is systematized, the amount of treas- 
ure received from thst quarter will necessarily be 
iuconsiderable. Thus viewed the prospects of 
our merchants are anything but cheering. 

A Dcbl.— P rot Moore and L. Bouvier fought a 
duel, opposite SL Louis, on Wednesday.

Tha De Riviere Aflku. 

The priuci]>al topic of conversation last evening 
was the Riviere affair, in New York, the full par- 
ticulars of which were published in our evening 
paper. \N hile conversing with a friend who was 
with Col. Blount while he was in this city, March- 
ing for the runaways, he related to us a piece of 
inturmation regarding the gallant leader of the 
“forlorn hope,’^which was not altogether new to 
us, aud about which we had privately expressed 
some doubts. He says that in a conversation 
with Colonel Blount, at the St. Charles Hotel, the 
Colonel remarked to him that De Riviere wore 
mail, and related the manner in which he had dis- 
covered it. 

He said that immediately alter Riviere had been 
shot by Captain Maury in the duel at Mobile, the 
physician after exaiuiniug the dangerous wound 
ill the face, wished to examine where the first ball 
bad struck in his side on the half dollar in the- 
vest pocket. To this latter proposal Riviere stren 
uously objected and would allow no one to come 
near him until after he was placed in bed at Col- 
onel Blount's residence. He then requested that
